The road commission, composed 
of Harry Green chairm an, Hilding 
Norstrom and Henry 
Wylie, 
re­ 
ceived Sharpcnsteen’s 
resignation 
with 
expression 
of 
regret 
and 
praise for his service to the coun­ 
ty- 
Sharpensteen 
was 
appointed 
Delta county 
road 
engineer 
on 
May 15, 1934. Prior to that he had 
served the state highway depart­ 
ment as Upper Peninsula division 
engineer for three years. He 
had 
been 
employed 
with 
the 
state 
highway departm ent 
in various 
capacities, largely in Lower Michi­ 
gan, for a total of 13 years before 
becoming 
associated 
with 
the 
county. 
Long interested in the develop­ 
ment of aviation, and holder of a 
pilot's license, Sharpensteen 
was 
associated with the state’s airport 
construction program at the 
time 
the Michigan 
aeronautical 
com­ 
mission was established in 
1929. 
He was the commission’s first air­ 
port engineer, and was on loan to 
the commission from the highway 
department. 
In 1939, in recognition of his in­

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Court Clarifies Rule On 
N e w Cars 
'■pHE State Suprem e Court has upheld the 
authority of the secretary of sta^te to 
define a new car and to revoke the license 
of a used car dealer w ho traffics in new 
automobiles without a license. The secre­ 
tary’ of state's office restricts new car li­ 
censes to those dealers w ho have contracts 
with automobile m anufacturers. 
The ruling of the court is one based upon 
reason and common sense. A contradic­ 
tory ruling would m ake the licensing of 
car dealers a senseless practice and would 
remove The most potent weapon th a t the 
state now possesses to combat the black 
m arket in new automobiles. 
In the test case before the court, the d e ­ 
fendant w as shown to have offered for sale 
in new spaper advertisem ents “absolutely’ 
brand new’ automobiles.”

age. The dealer contended that they w ere

Swedes Are Prominent 
In Menominee County 


By HERBERT J. LEBEAU 
In 1876 
Swedish 
immigrants 
employed in Menominee sawmills 
heard of homestead land that was 
obtainable in Stephenson towshlp. 
Three of them, Ole Larson and 
two Gulbransen brothers, board­ 
ed a train to Ingalls, 
then 
fol­ 
lowed the section lines through 
dense forests ot pine, oak and m a­ 
ple until they were 
about 
five 
miles southeast 
of 
Stephenson. 
They built a rude shelter of cedar 
bark and spent the night listen­ 
ing to wolves howling^ This was 
the beginning of the settlement 
called Palestine. 
Built School And Church 
The Palestine settlers, 
mostly 
lr rn Sweden, built a log school- 
house in 1881 and hired a teacher 
for three months that year. The 
teacher was Miss Louisa Peter- 
: on and her salary was 25 dollars 
a month. 
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SWEDISH CENTENNIAL

After arriving from Sweden in

derson arrived from Sweden with

Sometimes there was no doctor 
present. She also helped to p re­ 
pare tile bodies of deceased per­ 
sons for burial when undertakers 
were not available.

Fourteen 
grandsons 
served Uncle Sam in the last war. 
One gave his life. She was one of 
the last two charter members of 
the little Bethel 
church.

Andrew Newlin is the only m em ­ 
ber now living. 
Swedes Active In Industry 
People of Swedish descent are 
now active in every industry and 
activity 
in 
M enominee 
county. 
They are successful in business. 
While their trusting habits may 
sometimes m ake them victims of 
a few 
unscrupulous 
individuals, 
their honesty and mild manners 
generally win for them a m ulti­ 
tude of friends and patrons. Lack 
of space prevents us from nam ­ 
ing more than a few prominent 
Swedes of Menominee county. 
In 1918, shortly after Charlie 
and Gust Peterson 
had 
started 
their store in Carney, a customer 
walked in and handed 
a 
state­ 
m ent to Gust. 
“I think I’ve already paid this 
slip,” said the customer.

Cite Equipment 
For Motorboats 
^quired By Law 


In the interests of their own 
safety and that of 
the 
persons 
who are their passengers, owners 
of motorboats and 
other 
craft 
should 
familiarize 
themselves 
with the rules 
and 
regulations 
governing their maintenance and 
operation, according to Dan G ar­ 
rett, officer in charge of the U. S. 
Coast Guard lighthouse station at 
Escanaba. 
The Coast Guard is responsible 
for enforcement of 
the 
regula­ 
tions, and G arrett said that 
in­ 
spections of motorboats and other 
craft is now being made. 
Many people do not understand 
that the definition of motorboat 
includes, craft propelled by 
out­ 
board motors. 
Motorboat regula­ 
tions define “motorboat” as every 
vessel propelled 
by 
machinery 
and not more th§n 65 
feet 
in 
length, except tugboats and tow­ 
boats propelled by steam. 
“The 
term, therefore, 
includes 
boats 
temporarily 
or 
permanently 
equipped with detachable motors 
and such vessels, when so equip­ 
ped, are subject to that act.” 
Because* of the increasing num ­ 
ber of outboard motors in use 
on fishing trips on the bay, the 
operators of such 
boats 
should 
know that the motorboat regu­ 
lations require that life preservers 
of approved type be carried for 
each person on board. 
Garrett 
said that a num ber of boats in­ 
spected while in use revealed not 
one life preserved of any 
kind 
aboard. 
No penalty is incurred by mo­ 
torboats for a failure 
to 
carry 
lights between tile hours of sun­ 
rise and sunset. 
Whistles or bells 
are not required on motorboats 
less than 16 feet in length. 
In addition to 
proper 
equip­ 
ment, motorboat operators must 
so operate their craft that they 
do not endanger the safety or the 
property of others.

* Magnesium Rusts 
I Away, Saves Other 
Metals From Rust

Tulsa, O klahom a, (ZP)— A now 
sacrificial m etal, as oil m en call 
is, th a t rusts 
itself 
com pletely 
aw a y to protect other m e tal from 
ru s t w as shown at 
the 
I n te rn a ­ 
tional P etro leu m exposition. 
T h e m etal is 
m agnesium , 
the 
lig h tw eig h t stuff e x tra cte d from 
seaw ater at F reeport, Texas. F or 
th e w astin g -aw ay trick the m etal 
is alloyed w ith a little clay a lu ­ 
m inum and zinc. It is show n by 
the Dow Chem ical C om pany of 
M iddlend, Mich. 
T he protect long against ru st is 
applied to all m etal u n d erg ro u n d 
or u n d erw ater. Corrosion of such 
m etal, the Dow 
com pany 
says, 
ru n s into billions of dollars y early 
w ith n early a q u arte r of a million 
dollars loss to oil pipelines. 
M agnesium can plug m u ch of 
th e loss, the com pany 
says. 
A 
chunk of the m etal is buried rn 
th e ground n ear w h ate v er other 
m etal s tru c tu re is to be protected. 
A w ire connects 
th e 
sacrificial 
m etal to th e other. T hereu p o n the 
sacrificial m etal 
starts 
ru sting 
and th e o th e r stops. T he p ro tec­ 
tion is said to be good for one to 
ten years, depending on soil and 
w a te r conditions. 
T he protection continues until 
th e m agnesium has vanished. 
T he explanation is that u n d e r­ 
ground rust occurs because elec­ 
tric c u rre n ts 
run 
along 
m etal 
stru ctu re s 
and 
out 
into 
the 
ground. 
W here the 
electricity 
ru n s out, rust forms, and holes are 
eaten. 
W hen the w ire is run betw een 
the m etal to be 
protected 
and 
th e sacrificial m agnesium , all the 
electricity of the protected s tru c ­ 
tu re runs into th e m agnesium — 
n o n e into th e ground. 
But 
from 
the 
m agnesium th e 
electricity 
ru n s into th e ground, resulting tn 
rusting. This kind of connection 
m akes a b attery out of the ground 
and th e tw o m etals. 
M agnesium is said b y th e Dow 
com pany to be th ree tu n es m ore 
potent in saving rust 
than 
any 
other m etal. The clay is added to 
in su re draw in g enough m oisture 
to keep the ea rth b a tte ry w orking.

Tentative Budget To Be 
Presented Monday 


Fixing of th e 
budget 
for 
the 
coming fiscal y ear will be one of 
the m a tte rs up for consideration 
by the city council ^at its reg u lar 
m eeting M onday evening. 
The proposed budget 
covering 
the period from May I, 1948 to 
1949 has been drafted by Ja m es 
Dickson, city m anager, and will 
contain estim ates of ex p en d itu res 
for the city’s m unicipal 
d e p a rt­ 
m ents. This will be the basis for 
the budget fixed by the council. 
According to the city m a n ag e r’s 
figures a total of S 159.533 will be 
required to run the city for 
the 
next tw elve m onths. T he figure is 
about $15,000 
higher 
th a n 
the 
fixed budget 
of last 
y ear 
the 
added costs figured being due to 
a corresponding increase in cost 
of everything 
in general— wages, 
m aterial, services, etc. 
Of the total recom m ended e x ­ 
penditures, only $83,533 will com e 
from the local real and personal 
tax roll. This 
is 
about 
$4,000 
higher than the $78,555 in th e tax 
raised portion of last y ear’s b u d ­ 
get. The city m anager states th at 
he is confident that this increase 
can be m et w ithout increasing the 
tax ra te of the city, the increase 
to be borne by taxes 
on 
new ly 
constructed 
property. 
T he 
tax 
rate last y ear was 19.5 mills. 
Increased income from 
other 
sources, particularly the sales tax 
diversion fund received from the 
state, will virtually meet in creas­ 
ed city operating costs, said Dick­ 
son.

To Cure Alcoholism 
Seattle, (ZP)—A group 
of 
doc­ 
tors reported thai the so-called 
“ truth serum ” sodium 
pentothal 
—has been used with consider­ 
able success in treating the more 
difficult cases of alcoholism. 
They said the treatm ent is par­ 
ticularly 
useful 
with 
persons 
whose 
alcholism 
results 
from 
nervous tension. 
Dr. Paul O’Hollaren, 
assistant 
chief of staff of the Shadel Sani­ 
torium here, made the report. The 
work was done under the spon­ 
sorship of the research founda­ 
tion for alcholism, 
starting 
in 
1941. 
O’Hollaren said that 
of 
210 
persons given the treatm ent, 60 
per cent were cured of alcholism. 
He said the sodium pentothal 
had these effects in helping bring 
about, a cure: 
1. While the patient is under 
the influence of the drug he gives 
the doctors 
much 
information. 
This is used to help the persons 
understand 
his 
problems 
and 
solve them. 
2. The drug calms the person 
and this calm lasts for some time 
after its use. This helps the per­ 
son to “get a grip on himself.” 
3. While under the influence of 
the drug, the person is often giv­ 
en suggestions to follow 
out 
in 
waking hours. He does 
not 
re­ 
m em ber these but they help him 
to act in a way to avoid tensions. 
O’Hollaren said the treatm ent 
requires at least a year.

To Curb Distemper 
In Foxes And Mink

distemper in foxes and minks— 
two of the big shots in the fur

Distemper is one of the most 
destructive 
of 
diseases 
among 
furbearing animals. 
Drs. J. L. West 
and 
C. 
A. 
Brandly of the University of Wis- 
consoin descrived 
the 
develop­ 
ment. 
Brandly said the new material 
“gives protection to animals on 
the furring range w ith more safe­ 
ty than ever has 
been 
possible 
before.” 
Saying the vaccine was m ade of 
“killed” virus w ith m aterials ad­ 
ded to prolong 
its 
immunizing 
power Brandly declared it lacked 
the hazzards of existing vaccines 
made of “live” virus, although the 
duration of its protective power 
is less. 
And he said the new material 
gives greater and more prolonged 
inmmunity than other distemper 
vaccines m ade of “killed” virus. 
The reason, he declared, is that 
certain oily products have been 
added to the new preparation.

Ar 
the dowsing fork goes down the 
well, it shows the point or points 
at which w ater is entering. And it 
shows how much w ater is entering 
at each point. All this takes place 
in w ater that m ay be a mile 
or 
more underground, and right in 
the water. That is, the inflow of 
w ater may bo w ay below the toil 
of the w ater level. Even if the w a ­ 
ter is pouring in at several points 
the dowser locates diem all and 
tells how much at each one. This 
information enables the driller to 
know w here to seal the well to get 
rid of the water.

Ontonagon River Boulder

ton copper boulder 
on 
the 
On­ 
tonagon River which was the first 
commercial quantity of that metal 
taken from Michigan’s Upper P e­ 
ninsula. 
The 
mystery 
deals 
with 
the 
boulder’s origin. The government 
halted a commercial scheme utili­ 
zing the copper and caused it to 
end up in a corner of the Sm ith­ 
sonian Institution, Washington, D. 
C. 
According to information in the 
Michigan Historical Collections at 
the University of 
Michigan, 
In­ 
dians long knew of 
the 
massive 
chunk of native copper. The huge 
boulder was along the west bank 
of the West Branch of the Ontona­ 
gon River, about 
30 
miles 
u p­ 
stream from Lake 
Superior. 
In ­ 
dians worshipped it as a god. 
First white m an to see the won­ 
drous 
boulder 
was 
Alexander 
Henry, a British trader, who found 
it about 1750 or so. From then on 
followed a stream of men inter­ 
ested in the copper and its possi­ 
bilities. 
Most successful 
of 
these 
was 
Louis Eldred, 
Detroit 
hardw are 
merchant, who wanted to bring it 
to Detroit for exhibition at a fee 
of 25 cnts a person. In 
1841, 
he 
purchased the copper from Indians 
for $150. However, he could 
not 
move it until two years later. But 


then he found it in possession of 
some Wisconsin miners. He had to 
buy the mass again, only this time 
it cost $1,365. 
Days of backbreaking 
struggle 
followed as Eldred and his party 
of 20 labored to move the rock by 
land and river to Lake Superior. 
Then disaster 
struck 
Eldred’s 
di*eam. 
The Secretary of W ar ordered 
the copper seized and brought to 
Washington. He authorized 
pay­ 
ment of “up to $700” for expenses 
incurred in moving it to its pres­ 
ent location. This sum would in no 
ways cover Eldred’s expenses, so 
he was permitted 
to 
move 
the 
boulder to Detroit where it arriv­ 
ed Oct. ll, 1843. 
Less than a month later, the rock 
was taken to Washington. 
There 
it was dumped in the yard of the 
Q uarterm aster’s 
Bureau 
of 
the 
W ar Department and left for 
al­ 
most 12 years. Then it was put in 
the museum. 
Meantime, Eldred 
appealed 
to 
Congress for redress. On Jan. 26, 
1847, he received $5,664.98 for his 
time and expense in moving 
the 
copper to Detroit. 
The copper mass, bf course, had 
attracted 
considerable 
attention. 
Many persons tried 
to 
find 
the 
vein from which it came. But the 
boulder’s origin Is still 
unknown 
although the Keweenaw Peninsula 
area to the northeast of where it 
was found is still yielding copper 
In large quantities.
